Titer oiubt to be beard In the mat-
ter, ana if they think well of It, then thla
Board oan take some aciton In regard to it."

Mr. Devoe ursed the adoptloo or his amend-
ment, which aobttltuted the word "if" for

to the consent of ths trustees and their
power to carry out Die Instructions of the
Board.

Mr. O'Brien pointed out that lr this amendment
were adopttd the matter would be left just ex-

actly where It stood at present, and the trnsteea
of each ward could take aetlon or not Just ai
they pleased, tor no obligation to act could be
Imposed upon them. lie aald that what waa
needed waa aome uniform rule which would
apply to every school in the city.

Then Mr. Devoe tried to back up his position
still furtiter by auerttng that every trua'ee In
the city ought to hare been called before the
Committee before It made Ita report. They
might have given aome valuable Inform Jtiou,
he sild, which would have guided the Board
in lis action.

Commissioner Agnew atated that aha haa a
letter from one Trustee, whom abe had aaked
to give his opinion In the matter, and be spoke
very strongly against the resolution and

the hope that It would be re'Jectvd.
Ha said that It would prove a source of great
trooble and Inconvenience at hla soaool and at
many others.

Mr. O'Brien expreaied bis surprise that ancrt
a letter had been written, and aiked that it be
readt but Mrs. Agnew said it waa a private'
letter and ahe did not feel at liberty to make
the name of the writer public.

"I do net like to see this matter rushed
through In thla way," broke in Commissioner
Devoe again, "and I move that the whole
question be referred back to tho Committee on

with power to csll upon tbe trustees
and obtain their views of the matter before final
aciton Is taken."

"lhU thing baa already been thoroughly
ventilated," replied Mr. O'Brien, "and haa
now been before the pnblio for the last two
months in the newspapers. The trustees all
know about it, and they hare bad every oppor-
tunity to protest if they objected to It.

Commissioner Tamien aald:
"While I have alwaya held the view that

and his explanations are goo!.

Commissioner bsnger, In reply to thla chal-
lenge, aald that he had already given hla
reasons .In tall for approving the resolution,
but ne was not averse to stating them sgain.

"There ougnt to be aome regularity," ha
said, " In tbe miner or opening the schools in
the morning for the accommodation of chil-
dren. There Is no law now, and as amy ward
makts Its own regulations in this respect there
Is no uniformity.

ir.ere la no doubt that ililldri-- are often
compelled to do this. 1 do not amlilpate that
there will be any rush to the schools If tnls
rule is adopted, but there Is evidence tb.it
children often come early and aro kept stand-
ing ont In the drencMng ralu, many of them
wlthoot umbrella or any protcct'on tut their
thin clothing, and numanlly and Justice com-
pel na to make some provltlon tor them.

'I have heard all about the extra work that
will be imposed npon teachers tf ther are com-

pelled to come to actool nt B o'clock in the
morning, bnt it stems to me that this point
haa been greatly exaggerated.

" In the first place, there are only S00 school
days lu the year, and on the supposition that

of them aro rainy It would leave
fifty days in the year wbtn somebody would
have to come halt an hour earlltr than usual
to look after the children.

' 'Now, In all our schools Here is an average
of at least twenty-fiv- e teacherr, and if the
work waa divided np properly It would result
In each being obliged to come at 8 o'clock
about twice a year.

'In aome achoola It might be more than
this, and In many othera less.

"Now, J don't think that this Involves any
great hardship on the part of any of the
teachers, and for this and the other reason I
bar given I nrge that the Board paaa the res.
olntlon without delaj. Justice and iqulty de-

mand It."
Commissioner Morlorly, the Demosthenes of

the Board, made a long speech, in which he
aa'.d he waa in favor of opening the schools
early, especially in inclement weather, but
could not aeo hla way clear tootlng for the
lesulutlon, because, In his opinion, anexira
burden would be Imposed on the teachers with-
out extra compenaatlon, and the complalut
was now frequently made that they weremucb
underpaid.

When the vote waa finally taken on Mr. De-

voe' motion to reter the whole matter bacc to
tbe Committee and take teatlmony of the
trustee, to be reported at a future meeting, It
resulted lo six votes In the negative and nine
in the affirmative, and tho resolution was re-
ferred, back. .

Unnr, Mortarty, Pcasely, Devoe, Holt, Mosher,
Traud and HuoDell, and Mrs. Powell.
